The  above  cut  shows  a block  of  %"  thick  Parquetry,  made 
by  gluing  the  thin  Parquetry  to  a hardwood  backing. 
This  is  made  up  in  slabs  12"  to  18"  wide  and  usually  4 ft. 
long. 

BORDERS 


Are  made  in  lengths  of  12  ft.,  and  to  any  desirable  width.
